METHOD  OF - ^ork  will  Be  conducted  through  and  in  conjunction  with 

PROCEDURE  the  county  extension  organization  and  other  organizations 

interested  in  forwarding  the  object  of  this  project. 


Home  and  community  demonstrations  in  the  various  phases 
of  the  project  will  Be  organized  through  county  extension 
agents,  who  will  Be  assisted  in  planning  lines  of  foods 
and  nutrition  work  to  meet  the  needs  of  their  comities, 
in  training  local  leaders,  in  making  plans  for  measuring 
the  value  of  the  work  and  securing  reports  of  work  accom¬ 
plished  and  the  spread  of  influence  of  the  demonstrations. 

Statewide  publicity  for  the  project  will  Be  developed 
through  the  State  and  county  press  and  other  publications. 

Detailed  plans  for  conducting  the  work  mil  Be  submitted 
as  a  supplement  to  this  project  each  year. 


ORGANIZATION  -  One  foods  and  nutrition  specialist  will  Be  employed  to 

and  lead  this  project,  with  one  or  more  assistants.  They  shall

work  of  the  Division  of  Home  Economics  and  other  divisions 
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of  the _ ■  State  College  ,  of  the  United  States  De¬ 

partment ’of  Agriculture,  and.  of  other  research  institu¬ 
tions,  and  such  approved-established  practices,  as  may 
profitably  "be  applied  under  this  project  in  the  rural  homes 
and  communities  of  the  State, 

The  subject  matter  taught  shall  be  such  as  is  apnroved  by 
the  responsible  subject,  matter  departments  of  the  college- 
Administratively,  t'he  leader  and  other  workers  employed 
under  this  project  shall  be  responsible  to  the  extension 
director.
